Embassy 
Invaded by 
Russians

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet po- 


lice hauled protesting Moroccan 
students out of Morocco's Em- 
bassy in Moscow during the 
night after pleading failed to 
budge them. 


The students, about 50 strong, 


were taken back to their dor- 
mitories in buses about eight 
hours short of their goal of a 24- 
hour sit-in. 


The students occupied the em- 


bassy at 10 a.m. Thursday to 
protest against death sentences 
ordered in Rabat for 11 person* 
convicted of plotting to assassi- 
nate Morocco's King Hassan II. 


There was no violence as the 


demonstrators streamed into the 
embassy offices, seated them- 
selves on the floor with arms 
linked 
and 
announced they 


would resist any attempt to 
oust them. 


Soviet authorities did not in- 


tervene at first, since by dip- 
lomatic tradition the embassy 
of a country is its own soil. 


There the students sat as the 


hours passed, refusing to eat, 
singing 
Akabic 
songs occa- 


sionally and posing for news 
photographers. 


They turned a deaf ear to 


harried junior embassy officers 
who urged them to leave. The 
ambassador was out of town. 


Shortly after dark, three of- 


ficials of the Soviet Ministry of 
Education arrived and appealed 
to the demonstrators to leave. 
The 
students 
refused. 
The 


Soviets 
threatened 
further 


measures. 


A student leader said the So- 


viet officials told them the Mo- 
roccan government had asked 
the Soviet ambassador in Rabat 
to have something done. 


Three buses loaded with po- 


lice wheeled up outside the em- 
bassy about 1:30 a.m. and cor- 
doned off nearby streets. When 
several ranking officers had no 
better luck with the students 
than the others, police moved 
in and carried the Moroccans 
away. 


An embassy spokesman said 


they went voluntarily. One stu- 
dent said they put up some 
physical resistance.

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 


tion agents identified the wom- 
en as: Christine Burke, 34, and 
Norma June McGriff, 38. 


They were arrested Wednes- 


day at their Nashville homes 
and waived a hearing before 
U.S. Commissioner A. B. Neil 
Jr. Each was released under 
$2,500 bond. They entered no 
plea to the charge. 


The FBI in Nashville said the 


women likely will be tried in the 
San Antonio, Tex., federal court. 


J. Myers Cole, special agent 


in charge of the San Antonio 
FBI office said the complaint 
charges that the two women 
"on or about March 14 at Nash- 
ville did wilfully and knowingly 
transmit in interstate commerce 
from Nashville to Austin a tele- 
phone call containing a threat 
to injure the person of Gov. 
John Connally, 'in violation of 
federal statutes." 


Neither the FBI nor Connally's 


office would amplify the "threat 
to injure the person" charge.

PREGNANT WOMEN

Dear Dr. Brothers: My first 


child is on its way, and I've 
just put away my pencil-slim 
skirts and plunged into matern- 
ity clothes. Thanks to a shape- 
ly figure, I've always been at- 
tractive to men. I've always 
known exactly what they were 
thinking. Suddenly, instead of 
admiring looks, I'm getting en- 
tirely different reactions, even 
from my husband. Not that the 
information can change any- 
thing now, but I'd like to know 
more about how men react too 
a pregnant woman. —Mrs. F. 


Dear Mrs. F.: I'll never for- 


get one incident that showed a 
man's reaction. I noticed a 
woman moving down the esca- 
lator in a large 
department 


store, within about a month of 
delivery. 


I saw a floorwalker looking 


at her, horrified, his mouth 
half-open. As she came closer, 
he became more agitated. When 
she stepped off the step, he al- 
most lunged at her, ready to 
catch her when she fell.

But it^ also 
a popular, nearly 
universal, 


natural 
experience. 
And no 


man's look should trouble yoU 
for long.

than a casual observer, he will 
keep his eyes averted, and be 
overly concerned about you. 
Poised uncomfortably on the 
edge of a chair, he'll be ready 
to leap to his feet, and run to 
fetch anything from a glass of 
water to pickles and ice cream.
